HE order of the special board of in- 
T quiry, sitting in New York, which

Power to regulate the number of the police 
_  fapce and fix their pay must be transferred from

The fact that 
the Canadian Government is accustomed to act 
eveh more promptly and effectively on such com- 
plaints than our own Government should encour- 
age individual, perhaps organized, effort in aid 
of our deceived, maltreated fellow citizens. 
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TAXING STOOK EXCHANGE GAMBLERS. 

Senator Cummins of Iowa thinks the taxing 
power of the Government should be used to con- 
fine stock excharge transactions to the needs 
of Isgitimate business. It is a power to which 
baffled lawmakers have not infrequently resorted 
“in dealing with difficult problems, and stock ex- 
change gambling must be admitted to be one of 
the most difficult from a legislative standpoint. 
Regulatory statutes can scarcely provide for all 
possibilities of evil. To require such bodies to 
incorporate will invest them with responsibility 
and check abuses, but it is not a complete remedy.

DELAY WOULD BE FATAL. 

As the Post-Dispatch predicted, strong oppo- 
sition to the clauses of the Jamison municipal 
primary bill providing for a reorganization of city 
party committees has developed. There is grave 
danger that a fight over these clauses would cause 
sufficient delay to prevent the application of the 
law to the municipal elections in the spring, thus 
defeating the immediate object of the measure. 

The Post-Dispatch is unqualifiedly in favor of 
eliminating bossism from party organizations. We 
would support any practical measure to that end. 
The one thing needful now is an adequate pri- 
mary law for the spring elections, and this cannot 
be obtained without prompt action in the Legis- 
lature. 

Why not apply the State primary law to mu- 
nicipal primaries? This would be a quick and 
easy way of getting a satisfactory measure 
through in time. It could be amended at points 
where improvement is desirable. 

But delay should be avoided by all means. 
Even if an emergency bill with the committee 
clauses could. be adopted in time, the committees 
would not be reorganized on the new basis until 
after the municipal primaries. The present com- 
mittees would retain power until the voters named 
the new committees. 

Bills reorganizing the committees and provid- 
ing for the control of party organizations by the 
party voters can be considered later. It would be 
folly to let a fight over this issue endanger the 
prompt adoption of a good primary law. 

The Legislature is delaying the beginning of this 
work too long. Immediate action is imperative. 
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ONE SUNDAY’S PRODUCT. 

A Chicago physician, addressing the Young 
Women’s Christian Association at Springfield, 
Mass., told it the gowns worn by women in New 
England are wickeder than those worn by the 
women of any European country except France, 
and that Boston is the “most suggestive city” in 
America. A Philadelphia preacher denounced a 
well-known society woman for permitting the 
smoking of cigarettes at an entertainment and 
said she and her husband should be tarred and 
feathered. A minister in New York City declared 
Mayor Gaynor to be the cause of the “moral mias- 
ma that emanates from the city hall.” A physician 
in St. Louis mocked the advocates of simple diet 
and said man should eat pie twice a day, and 
also hard-boiled eggs until he has learned how 
to chew soft-boiled ones. The dean of a medical 
school in Kansas said that in their efforts to 
make themselves beautiful, American women 
were acquiring an “artificial homeliness painful 
tc behold.”

Four different grades were recognized in the 
classification of American institutions of higher 
learning made by Dr. Kedric C. Babcock, but 
suppressed by the Federal Commissioner of Edu- 
cation. 

Under Dr. Babcock’s standard, institutions whose 
graduates would be able in one year after re- 
ceiving their bachelor’s degree to complete the 
work required for a master’s degree “at “any 
of the larger” postgraduate schools in the coun- 
try would be institutions of the first class. But 
some of the institutions he puts in the second 
class have themselves flourishing postgraduate 
schools. Applying the unscientific Babcock stand- 
ard of their own postgraduate schools, these 
second-class institutions would instantly become 
“first-class” institutions. 

A more practical ‘standard would be the use- 
fulness of such an institution as the University 
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of measures that undermine the power of the’ 
upper cladses, to whom they are highly obnoxious, 
and has several others in preparation.

The Tories in the past have enacted more 
legislation favorable to the Irish than have the 
Liberals, as, for instance, the new land laws, 
and have several times negotiated with the Irish 
about a home rule bill. Controlling the House of 


the Liberals cannot do. 
| Once enacted, the present Irish bill may also 
greatly strengthen the Liberals by throwing the 
solid Irish strength in the House of Commons 
permanently to their side, as the Nationalists 
may then go out of existence, the purpose for 
which the party was formed h<ving been achieved. 
These are aspects of the struggle as seen in En- 
gland which go far to explain the great impor- 
tance attached to the lrish bill, and showing that 
it is not merely local to Ireland, but involves 
partisan and imperial policies of the first mag- 
nitude.

Use of Airships in War. 
To the Bditor of the Post-Dispatch. 

With reference to your editorial of Wednes- 
day touching the employment of aerial craft in 
warfare as a means for dropping projectiles and 
explosives, permit me to recall that the Hague 
conference of 1899 and 1907 have developed 
considerable sentiment on this subject. 

The 1899 conference declared against this new 
use of air craft for a period of five years, to 
which convention there were a number of im- 
portant states adhering. The 1907 conference 
made a declaration of “prohibition” for a period 
extending to the close of the third peace con- 
ferente (1914). <As ratification of the various 
conventions is purely a voluntary matter there 
are many declarations which some of the fore- 
most powers have declined to accept; but senti- 
ment and enlightened self-interest are making 
no small progress with them. 

Among the states, for instance, which have not 
adhered to the convention “prohibiting the dis- 
charge of projectiles and explosives from bal- 
loons or by other new methods of a similar na- 
ture are such formidable governments as 
France, Germany, Russia, Japan and Italy. The 
United States is a signatory however. The 
cenventiog is not as effective as might be hoped 
owing to the powerful array of states which 
have not acceptef it, but the fact that it has a 
very respectable list of signatories is a hopeful 
sign. 

Analogous to this convention is that prohfbit- 
ing the bombardment of “ports, cities, villages, 
hebitations and dwellings which are not de- 
fended,” to which there has been a very general 
edherence. It can be readily seen, however, 
that a port, defended as against naval attack, is 
probably wholly undefended as against aerial 
attack. Unless the civilized states furthering the 
mitgation of the horrors of warfare wish to see 
this convention respecting bombardment nulli- 
fied and the progress in the tmmunity of pri- 
vate property wiped out, Mmitations must be ac- 
cepted in the use of aircraft. 

It is logical to assume that those powers now 
withholding approval would concur in a modifi- 
cation which, for instance, would restrict the 
uses of aircraft for offensive work to the high 
seas. Such a qualified use, while not ideal, 
would remove from peril the defenseless non- 
combatants, who are otherwise exposed. Such a 
restriction would likewise be in harmony with 
the modern theory of war as being a contest 
between armed forces, in which the non-com- 
batant is molested only in so far as the exigen- 
cles of war make necesSary. 

We may look hopefully to the 1014 Hague 
conference in view of the tremendoug accom- 
plishments of tts predecessors, 
STERLING HE.

MADRID, Jan. 18.—“‘His Majesty signed a decree 
conferring on Dona Maria de Canalejas, the 
widow of the ill-fated and deeply lamented Pre- 
mier, a Dukedom, giving to her the title of Duch- 
ess of Canalejas with reversion to her children 
in due succession.” 

In these formal terms the Gazette announces 
the issuing of a patent of nobility and the gran- 
deeship of Spain for the widow of Don Jose de 
Canalejas. The official words crown the life ro- 
mance, a romance of love, of the lady who will 
henceforth wear a Ducal coronet. 

When Canalejas was a young man and his bril- 
liant qualities were beginning to give promise of 
what he would be in after years, he met the lady 
who is now his widaw. She was the daughter of 
an humble Spanish family with limited means 
and necessity compelled her to earn her own live- 
lihood and help support her parents. Being ready 
with her needle, and having considerable taste 
for dressmaking, she decided to become a seam- 
stress and work in wealthy families under an as- 
sumed name. It was a case of love at first sight 
—a love that lasted well-nigh a quarter of a cen- 
tury. Many obstacles to marriage presented 
themselves. but, as the Spaniards say, “Love con- 
quers all.” 

When Canalejas occupied the Premiership for 
the first timfe the dames of the Madrid aristocracy 
who had the entree to the palace and the court 
circles, turned a cold shoulder on his wife and 
hinted as her birth and station were not as exalt- 
ed as theirs, they hoped she would be debarred 
from attending court functions. Canalejag went 
to King Alsonso and said: g 
“Sire, where I enter, my wife enters also, and I 
crave for her all the respect that is due to the 
position of the wife of Spain’s Premier. If this is 
denie@ I shall place my resignation in your Maj- 
etty’s hands.”

War So Tempers Anti-Clerical Party That 


Transfer to St. John of Lateran Is 
Regarded as Safe. 











ROME, Jan. 18.—The removal of the remains of 
Pope Leo XIII, from their provisional resting 
place in the crypt of St. Peter’s to the Cathedral 
Church of St, John the Lateran, will now most 
probably be carried out. In his will, 
expressed a wish that his body should be trans- 
ferred at a convenient time to St. John’s, which 
lies at the opposite end of the city, about three 
miles from the Vatican. 

The ceremony was to have taken place in 1908, 
but threatening letters from the more advanced 
section of the anti-clerical party gave rise to 
fears that there would be disturbances on the 
route of the procession if the full ritual of the 
burial service according to the Catholic Church 
were carried out. 

The alternative plan of conveying the body by 
night was discarded after some discussion by the 
Vatican authorities, as Pope Pius considered that 
this method would be unfitting to the dignity of 
the late Pontiff. The greater unity which the 
war has brought about between all. political par- 
ties now seerhs to justify the belief that the cere- 
monial transferenee of the coffin could be ef- 
fected without exciting any hostile demonstra- 
tions. 

Pius X has already stipulated in his will that 
he shall be buried in the crypt of 8t. Peter’s, 
where so many of his predecessors lie. He has 
indicated the exact spot on which the urn is to 
be placed and will be the first pope buried there 
for 600 years, as after Boniface VIII the succeed- 
ing Popes were interred elsewhere in the great 
church. St. Peter’s is not the Cathedral of Rome, 
this distinction belonging to St. John, the La- 
teran. Pius X in making this testamentary dis- 
‘position has been actuated by a desire to carry out 
the wishes of Leo XIII and which are now about 
to be accomplished.

U. 5. WEATHER MEN 
SAY WINTER ONLY 
BIDES HIS TIME 


Warm ‘Winds From. Atlantic 
Océan Have Driven 
‘Boreas Back. 


WASHINGTON, Jan, 18. — Balmy 
breezes and sunny days which are mak- 
ing folk think it is spring, are to con- 
tinue for some time, but Chief Willis 
L. Moore of the Weather Bureau is out 
with a warning that winter is hiding 
somewhere and is sure to come. 
Reports of most unusual weather con- 
ditions, telling of flowers in bloom, are 
coming into the Weather Bureau. 
“Atmospheric conditions over the 
American Continent may be likened to 
nothing so apparently as a bubbling 
caldron, which is soon to boil over,” is 
the way Henry Williams, Assistant Chief 
of the Weather Bureau, puts it, ‘“‘and 
when it does, it will mean a change in 
weather conditions in every part of the 
country. The trouble is that no one can 
tell just at what period the caldron will 
boil over.’’ 

Atiantic Winds Prevail. 

“With high pressures over the middle 
Atlantic and low pressures over Alaska 
and the Northwest, such as we have 
been having for the last two months,” 
is the more technica! explanation of Dr. 
Harry C. Frankenfield, Chief Forecast- 
er, “we can have nothing but warm 
weather. To get a change, the pressure 
must become high in the Northwest and 
low over the Middle Atlantic Ocean. 
This change will mean an eastward 
movement of cold air from the North- 
west. When this change will occur, 
however, I do not know.”’ 
In other words, Dr. Frankenfield went 
on to explain, there is a conflict be- 
tween the cold winds from the northwest 
and the warm winds from the south- 
east, with the advantage to the latter. 
Colder weather is on the way, he gays, 
but when it is coming he doesn’t know. 
The movement is apparent; bu¢ seem- 
ingly more apparent than real, he 
added. 

Old Boreas Blown Back. 
Several times this month disturbances 
have attempted to make their way out 
of the Northwest toward the Atlantic 
Coast, but always the resultant cold 
weather has been of short duration. So 
far this month two weather records 
have been broken. One was the low 
temperature record of California and 
the other the low pressure record of the 
Southeastern States. ‘ 

Ice packs about the roots of fruit 
trees in the Southeastern and mid-At- 
lantic Coast States is the surest way 
of preventing the loss of the fruit crop 
through frost later in the winter. 

The packs will prevent the sap from 
rising, and thus the trees will not put 
forth thelr tender buds. Artificial ice 
will be necessary because there will be 
no natural ice for some time, the fore- 
casters say.

YOUTH TRAPPED, 
ARRESTED GETTING 
PAY FOR ARSON 


Signs Receipt Admitting He Set 
House Afire-and Is Caught 
Entering Bank.. 


Not knowing he was falling into a 
trap set by the police, George Sangui- 
net Jr. of 4003 North Taylor avenue 
signed his name yesterday morning tv 
the following receipt: 

“Received of H. J. Kribs the sum of 
$10 as first payment for setting house 
afire at 3024 Fair avenue on New 
Year’s night.”’ 

Unsuspecting, Sanguinet walked inte 
the Vandeventer Trust Co. and present. 
ed a check for $10, which just had been 
given to him by Henry J. Kribs, a tai- 
lor, at 3925 Olive street. He was ar- 
rested by a policeman in plain clothes. 
who was awaiting him at the bank, and 
locked up at the Newstead Avenue Sta- 
tion. He is 19 years old and a car- 
penter. 

The house, which is owned by Kribs. 
and is unoccupied, caught fire at 2 
c’clock the morning of Jan. 2, but the 
fire was put out before the structure 
was destroyed. According to the tailor, 
Sanguinet telephoned’ him the following 
morning and demanded payment for set- 
ting the fire, as the insurance ought to 
be worth the price. Kribs repulsed him 
and was annoyed by succeeding demands 
for money until at last he appealed to 
the police. 

Sanguinet told the police he caused the 
fire by pouring gasoline on the stair- 
ways and opening a window in the rear 
and front so as to make a draft. 

He was going to start four separate 
fires, he said, one in the bathroom, one 
in the kitchen, one under the stairs and 
one at the top of the stairs, but the 
barking of dogs in the neighborhood 
alarmed him so that he merely opened 
the door and threw a lighted match on 
the staircase. In jumping a fence in 
his flight he lost a gold stickpin with 
which he had looped up the skirts of 
his evercoat.

Tom P. Barnett, architect of the 
World’s Fair Liberal Arts Building, and 
one of the designers of the New Ca- 
thedral, attacked the World’s Fair 4di- 
rectorate, the Public Library Board and 
city officials in a recent address before 
the Architectural Club, for what he de- 
clared to have been their neglect of 
golden opportunities for permanently 
beautifying St. Louis. Wis talk since 
has been the subject orf much discus- 
sion among the architects’ who heard 
him. 

He held that the Fair directors should 
have perpetuated the Cascades, that the 
Library Board should have set the new 
library on the north half of its tract, 
and that the. new Municipal Courts 
Building should have been placed oppo- 
site the city hall on Twelfth street. 

Barnett’s keenly sarcastic talk was 
fresh in the minds of the local archi- 
tects when they met last Wednesday 
night in their clubhouse on Culver way, 
to hear a talk by Prof. Frederick Mann 
of the University of Illinois. And Prof. 
Mann aroused a new controversy, or 
rather revived an old one, by his talk, 
which was taken as a harsh criticism of 
the ‘‘artistic temperament” of the ‘“‘indi- 
vidualist” section of the club. Bar- 
nett is a leading exponent of individual- 
ist ideas in architecture. 


Assailed Individual Ideas. 

Prof. Mann said, “An architectural 
style is not the result of individual ef- 
fort. Nothing js to be gained by chas- 
ing the chimera of novel forms and 
fantastic originality.” 

When Barnett was asked to state his 
views on the professor’s remarks, he 
produced a copy of his recent address as 
embodying those views. An important 
part of this address dealt with the 
things which, he believes, might have 
been done toward beautifying this city, 
if individualistic and original ideas, with 
& dash of artiste temperament, had tak- 
en the place of stolid following of tra- 
dition. 

“Sixty million dollars was spent on 
the World’s Fair here in St. Louls. 
What have we remaining ‘that either 
the present or the future can enjoy? 
We have a barren tract of land that 

















we will put the sunken garden behind 
the Library in order that you havé a 
better view of the rear of the build- 
ing in place of its front, and the factory 
stock rooms, necessary in all libraries, 
on the south, the jack rabbit pants fac- 
tories on the north, the Gayety Thea- 
ter on the west and a boiler house on 
the east.’

‘“‘Anothér great chance is lost towards 
the development of the City Beautiful, 
when, instead of placing the Courts 
Building opposite the city hall on 
Twelfth street, making a start for pos- 
sibly the only possible plaza that St. 
Louls may ever have; that is, Twelfth 
street between Washington avenue and 
Clark, they place the Courts Building 
behind the city hall. 

‘These mistakes seem to me not made 
innocently; the possibilities of Twelfth 
street were shown 15 years ago in a 
beautiful picture by Mr. Louis Mull- 
gardt, which picture now hangs in the 
Jefferson Hotel lobby, which set forth, 
in’ a most convincing way, the great 
possibilities of the thoroughfare.” 

William B. Ittner, architect of most 
of the newer St. Louis school buildings, 
is a leader of the conservatives in the 
architectural body. In discussing Prof. 
Mann’s declarations, he said: 

“An architectural style is not the re- 
sult of individual effort, but is the 
outgrowth of the sentiment of the time

and the condition of the people. The 
Style comes after an epoch-making 
period in the history of a people, and 
may originate at the close of a war 
or some such big happening. 

“There has been, and can be, noth- 
ing elementally new in architecture. 
There are four elementals—the column, 
pier, arch and lintel. The Egyptians 
had them and we have them, and no 
one has ever had a new one. The suc- 
cessful building from an architectural 
viewpoint is the one that is best adapt- 
ed to the purpose for which it is used. 
Our new buildings, such as the Muni- 
cipal Courts Building and the public 
library, would meet Prof. Mann’s idea 
of the architecturally correct. 

First Considers Ventilation. 

“When I set out to design a school 
building I first consider what kind of 
building would be best for the chil- 
dren. The first points that I take up 
are ventilation and light. I then start 
to plan a building that will give the 
best ventilation and light. Then I con- 
sider other points of comfort for the 
children and then I try to make the 
building look like what it is to be used 
for—a school building. 

“One should never have to ask what 
any building is. Buildings should be 
designed so that any person may point 
to any building and say at first sight: 
‘That is a school building,’ or ‘that is 
an office building.’ ”

Lawyer for Uncle Sam Com- 


pany Tells Committee of 
Rejection of Its Leases. 





SECRETARY DISPUTES HIM 


Newspapers Alleged to Wave Re- 
ceived False Information 
From U. S. 


By Wire From the Washington Bu- 
reau ef the Post-Dispatch. 


WASHINGTON, Jan. 18.—Charging 
that the “Interior Department fur- 
nished the Interstate Commerce Com- 
mission with false information in one 
instance, and ‘Associated Press Asso- 
ciation false information’ in another, 
for the purpose of misleading,” Al- 
bert L. Wilson, solicitor for the Uncle 
Sam Oil Co. told the House Committee 
on Indian Affairs today, of the al- 
_leged efforts of the Standard Oil Co. 


to destroy his client. 

“When the Uncle Sam Ol!l Co. ap- 
plie@d to the Osage National Council 
for a lease on 200,000 acres of oil and 
gas lands,” said Wilson, in substance, 
“the Interstate Commerce Commission 
served notice upon it and upon the 
Uncle Sam Oil Co. of Kansas, which 
je a sales company engaged in selling 
the refined oils of the Uncle Sam Oil 
Co. and which has never owned or 
operated a foot of pipe line, that they 
were common carriers of oil by pipe 
line in interstate commerce and must 
fille with the Interstate Commerce 
Commission their schedules of rates 
and charges. 

“False Information Given.” 

“The Interior Department furnished 
the commiasion false information to 
the effect that a three-inch pipe line 
laid by the Uncle Sam Oil Co. prior to 
Nov. 26, 1904, had been constructed 
partly on Indian lands and that the 
Uncle Sam Oil Co. had applied to the 
Interior Department for right-of-way 
over said lands and in its application 
had agreed |that pipe lines should be 
a common carrier. The application 
for pipe line was made under rules 
which did not require the application 
to agree that the. pipe line should be 
a common carrier. 

“The Secrétary of the Interior fur- 
- nished the commission false informa- 
tionin his efforts to induce it to find 
that the Uncle Sam Oil Co. was a 
common carrier of: oil pipe line and 
Secured such a decision. 

“On the very day the decision was 
made public; Samuel Adams, Agssist- 
ant Secretary of the Interior, disap- 
proved the leases for the oijl and gas 
lands delivered to him by the princi- 
pal chief of the,.Osage tribe of In- 
dians. j 
“The Uncle Sam Oil Co., June 29, 
published in the newspapers a state- 
ment and requested patriotic citizens 
to circulate petitions at Fourth of 
July celebrations throughout the 
country, petitioning the President to 
make an order directing the approval 
of said lease. The Interior Depart- 
ment, In order to stop circulation of 
the petitions, gave the Associated 
Press the false information that the 
leases had been approved and this 
false information was published by 
‘the Associated Press through the 
United States, July 3, 1912. Instead 
of the Uncle Sam Oil Co. receiving 
the petitions, it received many con- 
\ gratulations upon the approval of the 
leases. 

“The Secretary of the  Intertor 
and the First Assistant, Adams, 
systematically and persistently mis- 
represented the facts to the Pres- 
ident and {nduced him to concur tn the 
disapproval of the leases.” 

Adams Denies the Charge. 

Wlison told the committee that at a 
conference with President Taft, Secre- 
tary Fisher, Judge Ferris of Cincinnati,

¢ PRINCETON, N. J., Jan. 18.—Presi- 
dent-elect Wilson reiterated tonight 
that he had made absolutely no de- 
cision as to the personnel for his 
Cabinet and added that thus far he 
had not consciously conferred with 
any prospective candidates. 


“tT would not do that,” he sald, “un- 
til I had finally made up my mind to 
pick a man. I haven't consciously 
consulted with any future Cabinet 
members,” and added, as an after- 
thought, ‘though I might have con- 
sulted with some men whom I might 
subsequently choose.” 

Mr. Wilson again expressed his be- 
lief that it was unlikely any of the 
men whom he selects for his Cabinet 
will decline to accept the portfolios 
offered him. It had been suggested 
to him that many men were loath to 
give up their business to enter the 
Cabinet. He said he realized the sac- 
rifices that were sometimes neces- 
sary. 

“4 Cabinet position, too,” he re- 
marked, ‘is a very responsible one, 
where you don't get very much credit 
for your successes and catch it hard 
for your failures.” 

He anticipated little delay, he said, 
in getting acceptances from such men 
as he might choose for the various port- 
folios, and said that not until he had 
made up a complete slate would he be- 
gin to consult those he had picked out. 

Inaugural Plans Uncertain. 

When Mr. Wilson was informed to- 
night that people in Washington were 
taking it for granted that a popular 
reception would be substituted for the 
inaugural ball, he said he had ex- 
pecte dto receive suggestions along 
that line. 

“[T assumed,” he said, “that some- 
thing would be substituted. I rather 
hoped that Mr. Eustis would lay 
some plan before me.” 

William Corcoran Eustis, the tnau- 
gural chairman, was reported to have 
mailed his reply today to the Gov- 
ernor’s letter recommending the 
elimination of the ball from the in- 
augural festivities. The Governor 
said he had not yet received it and 
probably would not until he reached 
his office in the State House at Tren- 
ton on Monday.

STOCK PLUNGER BY 
DAY, DEACON 
NIGHT, 1S 


Stephen White Risked Fortunes 
on Market, and Was Ardent 
Churchman. 





NEW YORK, Jan. 18.—‘‘Deacon” 
White, one of the nerviest plungers the 
Stock Exchange has known, is dead at 
his home in Brooklyn. He has risked 
fortunes on the market, won and lost 


without emotion by day, and attended 
prayer meeting by night, and his ability 
for reconciling the two diverse positions 
has made him one of the characters of 
the city. 

His name was Stephen Van Cullen 
White, and he was a friend of Henry 
Ward Beecher and for many years was 
treasurer of historic Plymouth Church 
of Brooklyn. 3 
White’s birthplace was Chatham Coun- 
ty, N. C. He lived there but six weeks, 
and at this age his father and family 
plunged into the woods and finally set- 
tled in Illinois. 

Frontier farm life apparently agreed 
with Stephen. Amid its hardships and 
incessant labor, the boy who was sub- 
sequently to startle the financial world 
with the magnitude of his operations 
grew sturdy. The little education he ob- 
tained in these days and the subse- 
quent course of training at Knox Col- 
lege were secured by many acts of self- 
denial and the teaching of the district 
school between times. 

After graduation he went to St. Louis 
and devoted his liberally trained facul- 
ties to keeping books for the wholesale 
boot and shoe dealers, Claflin, Allen & 
Stinde. This Claflin was William Clat- 
lin, afterwards member of Congress. 
Mr. White’s relations with the firm were 
discontinued in February, 1855, when he 
began to read law with Brown & Kas- 
son. He was admitted on Nov. 4, 1856, 
and began practice in Des Moines. In 
1865 Mr. White came to New York. 

Three times he failed in gigantic 
‘“‘dea’’’’ for more than $1,000,000 each 
time; he paid every debt, dollar for 
dollar, and never gave up until old age 
got an unbreakable grip on him. 

A corner‘*in Lackawanna made him 
$1,000,000 in five hours, a deal in ‘‘corn’”’ 
cost him nearly $10,000,000 in a few 
weeks. 

Tells of Newspaper Career. 

A year ago he told newspaper men of 
his career in their profession: 

“And so you ask me for my experi- 
ence in newspaper life—in the early days 
in St. Louis. Well, that was a long 
time ago, and newspaper work was not 
then what it Is now... There was no 
corkscrew department then in any 
newspaper. By the last statemenc I do 
not wish to intimate that ithe editor 
never indulged in fluids, nor that he 
was unprovided with the necessary im- 
plement for opening a. bottle. 

“But the reportorial force of a news- 
paper then was not organized on the 
principle of extracting and pub'ishing 
the secret history and true inwardness 
of every society incident and very po- 
litical combination, with comments ex- 
tracted as with a corkscrew from the 
poor fellows mixed up in the gossip or 
the intrigue. 

“It was in the summer of. 1854. I had 
just graduated from Knox Collece, Illi- 
nois, and was looking for a joh. To 
me the world at that time was an 
oyster, shut, as you might say, ‘uncom- 
mon close,’ and I was looking for 4a 
chance to open It. 

“I went into the law offices in St. 
Louis of Brown & Kasson us a stu- 
dent. The Brown was B. Gratz Jrown 
afterward United States Senator and 
nominee for Vice-President on ihe ticket 
with Horace Greeley, and Kasson was 
John A. Kasson, afterward Representa- 
tive in Congress from, Iowa and Min- 
ister to Vienna and Berlin. 

Got Job Under Brown. 

“About that time Gratz Brown gave 
up the law entirely and became editor 
in chief of the Missouri Democrat, aft- 
erward the Globe-Democrat by consoli- 
dation with the St. Louis Globe. I spent 
my evenings in writing on current pub- 
lic events and in attending and report- 
ing lectures and public meetfHgs of all 
kinds. 

“At that time there was not even 80 
much as a police telegraph system nor a 
fire telegraph system and a reporter who 
had the luck to be near where some-

Ottomans, However, Desire to 
Keep Those Lying Near 
Turkey’s Own Coast. 


By Associated Prass. 
CONSTANTINOPLE, Jan. 18—The 


Turkish Foreign Minister, Noradun- 
ghian, tonight submitted to the Council 
of Ministers a draft of the reply to 
the note of the Powers. It dis under- 
stood it insists upon the retention jof 
Adrianople for the following reasons: 

First, because the Bulgarian Mhab- 
itants are in the minority in Adrian- 
ople, not only in comparison with the 
Moslems, but alsO as compared with 
other Christians; second, because of the 
splendid defense of the garrison; third, 
the loss of Adrianople, containing the 
temples of the Caliphs, weuld ruin the 
prestige of Islam; fourth, the loss of 
Adrianople, which is the gate of Con- 
stantinople, would endanger the ex- 
istence of the empire. 

*‘The Porte therefore prays,’’ continues 
the reply, “‘that the Powers take con- 
sideration of the vital necessities of 
the empire and make representatiens 
to the Balkan States, with a view to 
peace. Turkey sincerely desires to find 
a common ground of understanding, 
and will even consent to fresh sacri- 
fices,"’ 

Regarding the Aegean Islands, the 
reply declares Turkey refuses to aban- 
don the islands near her coasts, but 
is ready to continue pour parlers re- 
specting the distant islands. 

Noradunghian Effendi has instructed 
the Ottoman Ambassadors abroad again 
to sound the Powers with regard to 
Adrianople. The Superior Council of 
War has handed the Council of Min- 
isters a report .of the military situa- 
tion.

LONDON, Jan. 18.—Turkey’s decision, 
as indicated by dispatches from Con- 
stantinople tonight, refusing to cede 
Adrianople and the Aegean Islands, it 
is believed here, will make for the re- 
sumption of hostilities within a weex.

Outside Garrisons, Turkey Has 300,000 
Men, 180,000 Well Trained. 
LONDON, Jan. 18.—The Times 
learns from private adviceg that the 
following is a rough estimate of the 
effective strength of the Turkish 
forces in or near the theater of war, 
not including the garrisons of Adrian- 
ople, Scutari'and Yanine: Between 
Constantinople and Tchatalja there 
are 210,000 men; on the Dardanelles

Sea Fight South of Dardanelles 
Disastrous to Porte. 


ATHENS, Greece, Jan. 18—In a 

attle between the Greek and the Turk- 
ish fleets today, 30 miles south of the 
Dardanelles, the former attacked the 
Ottoman squadron and forced it to re- 
turn to the straits in disorder. 

The Turkish flagship is said to have 
suffered considerably, 

The engagement lasted three hours. 
Only one Greek was wounded, while the 
Greek warships were not damaged, ac- 
cording to a long dispatch sent by Ad- 
miral Count Ourilotis to the Govern- 
ment. 

The following description of the en- 
gagement was sent by the Governor of 
Tenedos: 

“The naval fight began at 11:25 o'clock 
in the morning. Both sides fought des- 
perately. The Turks at 12:30 began slow- 
ly to retreat. At 1:10 the Turkish battle- 
ships were fleeing in disorder towards 
the straits, firtng at long intervals 
against the Averoff, which wag pur- 
suing at a distance of 5000 meters and 
rapidly overhauling the enemy. 

“The Hamidieh headed the flight. One 
of the Turkish battleships ceased firing 
and was apparently disabled by the 
deadly fire of the Averoff. The fight 
ended at 2:30 p. m. when the enemy re- 
entered the Dardanelles, 

“The Barbarossa and Torgut Reis 
throughout the flight were enveloped in 
amoke, but continued to firs slowty. 
When they entered the straits they held 
a list to starboard. The Greek fleet 
ceased the pursuit when it came within 
range of the guns of the forts and re. 
mained cruising off the entrance”

Investigation Clears ‘“‘Gotham’’ 
Danny of Charge, However; 
“Philadelphia” Danny, for 
Whom He Was Mistaken, Has 
Worked in St. Louis Clothing 
Factory for Several Months:

ANNY GOUDMAN of New York, 
[) the boxer who made such a poor 
showing against Joe Sherman of 
Memphis, last Wednesday night before 
members of the St. Louis Athletic Club, 
left for the Eastern city Friday and be- 
fore going reiterated the statement 
that he was unable to account for his 
arms having “gone dead’ in his bout 
with Sherman. 
Rumors were circulated after the bout 
that the boxer in question was not the 
original Goodman, but a “‘ringer’ sent 
in to impersonate the New York boxer 
of that name. A few who were present 
at the bout claimed they had seen 
Danny Goodman box in New York and 
that this was not the man; Joe Sher- 
man is reported to have said immed- 
lately after the bout that he thought 
it was Jack Goodman. Others were 
loath to believe that it was Danny 
Goodman of New York, because the 
showing made against Sherman failed 
to bear out the reputation credited to 
the New Yorker. 


Aha! A Ringer Tip! 

Friday’ the Post-Dispatch was in- 
formed by telephone that Danny Good- 
man, the boxer, who had performed 
against Sherman and who was said to 
be from New York City, was employed 
in the factory of a St. Louis clothing 
firm, and had been so employed for the 
past five months. The person at the 
other end of the line said he had seen 
Goodman at work and had seen him 
in the ring with Sherman and was posi- 
tive it was one and the same men. The 
writer was sent out to investigate and 
is in a position to state the facts. 

It developed that there are five Good- 
mans in the boxing game, all of whom 
have acquired some reputation. They 
are: “New York’’ Danny Goodman, 
“Philadelphia’’ Danny Goodman, ‘‘Chi- 
cago” Danny Goodman, Jack Goodman 
and Abe Goodman, the latter having 
performed in this city before the West 
End Club some years ago. 

“Chicago’’ Danny Goodman is the one 
who was to have appeared before the 
Irish-American Club when that organi- 
zation attempted to stage an open-air 
boxing entertainment last spring on the 
campus of the St. Louis University and 
was stopped by the police. 

Jack Goodman is the light welter- 
weight of New York who was knocked 
out by Packey McFarland in the fifth 
round, in New York City on Jan. 17, 1911, 
but whose ring success has been much 
above the average. 

“New York’ Danny Goodman jis the 
one who appeared before the St. Louis 
Athletic Club against Sherman, and 
“Philadelphia” Danny Goodman is the 
ene employed by the local clothing firm. 
There is, also,a Kid Goodman, but he 
has not been heard from much of late. 


One “Danny’”’ Makes Pants. 


When the writer called on ‘Phila- 
delphia” Danny Goodman at his place 
cf employment in the pants factory it 
was seen at once that he was not the 
Goodman who had boxed Sherman. 
There is a similarity of appearance, 
which may account for the case of mis- 
taken identity, but “Philadelphia"’ Good- 
man is only about 21 years of age, 
whereas the Goodman who boxed Sher- 
man appears to be at least 10 years 
older, although he claims to be but 23. 
‘*Philadelphia’® Goodman stated he knew 
“New York'’ Goodman in the Eaat, and 
that there can be no doubt that he and

Two weeks ago the Post-Dispatch 
printed a story on the keeping of ducks 
from roosts, wihch was given to me by

hunters and anglers. It caused some 
members of that wide-awake club, the 
Blue Wing, to take umbrage. 

No true St. Louis sportsman would 
think of shooting in the evening hours, 
knowing that his presence will keen 
ducks from roosting.

BAT NELSON: PHENOMENON. 

F there is in this wide world any 
more wonderful man than Oscar 
Mathew Battling Nelson, we would 

like to know his like. Aside from his 
sheer physical freakiness—the like of 
him probably never existed for endur- 
ance and courage—Bat is a wonder as 
a financier. Fancy being down and out 
for ever two years and still able to 
earn between $8000 and $15,000 annually, 
fighting. In the three years that have 
intervened since Wolgast beat him to 
the title in # rounds, Nelson has fought 
oftener than Wolgast, despite advanc- 
ing years, breaking hands and the lack 
of financial necessity ‘for taking pun- 
ishment.

THE AUTO MUST BE 
TAKEN SERIOUSLY 


“We are fundamentally to blame for 
the great number of automobile fatali- 
ties,’’ says William Allen Johnston in 
the current issue of Collier’s, ‘‘for the 
reason that we do not take the auto- 
mobile freriously enough. With a million 
cars in the country—one to every hun- 
dred of population—this new but tre- 
mendous factor in traffic must have at 
once the attention it deserves. 

“Reforms. are demanded along the 
main line of uniform State legislation, 
city traffic regulations, licenses for driv- 
ers and sane signal laws. 

“The signal situation,’ he says, ‘‘has 
been complicated and its development 
exceedingly interesting. 

“The public has shown some antag- 
cnism toward the evolution of the 
‘squawker’ or bulb-horn into the modern 
efficient signal because the latter seemed 
at first to voice the arrogance of the 
automobile instead of performing, as it 
does, a most important function of pub- 
lic safety. 

“But that spirit has passed. State 
laws demand an adequate signal and 
‘adequate’ does not mean the weak- 
toned, old-fashioned bulb-horn. The law 
should state this clearly. 

“Chicago tackled the situation first 

with the aid of traffic officials and legal 
experts. It was realized that an ade- 
quate signal is a necessity and also that 
to be adequate it must be loud enough 
to be heard under all circumstances and 
all conditions of traffic, and it must 
give a harsh, abrupt note; one, in-other 
words, that means business, that speaks 
seriously enough of the potential dan- 
ger of an approaching car. The simple 
provision was added that the signal 
must not be used unnecessarily nor in 
any way except as a warning of dan- 
ger.”’ 
St. Louls, Cincinnati, Los Angeles, 
Newark and Dallas and a number of 
other cities have been quick to adopt 
this ordinance. It has been approved 
by the American Road Congress, the 
American Automobile Association and 
will undoubtedly become a general State 
law.

“Anti-fusion’’ was the battlecry at the 
dinner tendered to the members of the 
City Central Committee and chuirmen 
of the ward organizations of che Pro- 
gressive party at the Planters Hotel 
last night by the Progressive Party 
League. 

However, a number of speaker3 cen- 
tered their remarks on Saunders Nor- 
vell as a candidate for the Denccratic 
nomination for Mayor. 

Eugene A. Vogt, second vice-president 
of the Progressive party, in his speech 
told of a friend of his who. a ‘ew days 
ago remarked to him that Saunders 
Norvell was a fine man and that he had 
the reputation in St. Louis of being @ 
good husband and@ a kind father. 

“IT believe that I have the credit of 
being a good husband and a kind 
father,’” continued Vogt, “‘but I never 
have had ‘any steam coming from 4 
terminal engine, nor have I had any of 
the foam out of the breweries.

Vogt did not enter into any details as 
to his allusions, but launched into a 
eulogy ef the Progressive party. 

Harry J. Cantwell, chairman of the 
City Central Committee of the Progres- 
sive party used most of his alloted time 
in commenting on an interview of Saun- 
ders Norvell in the Post-Dispatch last 
week in which he told what he would do 
if he were elected mayor.

FARMS TO AID GROWERS 


Sixth Demonstration Place Soon 
Will Be Added in Missourl— 
Three in Arkansas. 

By way of co- operating with the farm- 
ers to make their business more profit- 
able to themselves and to the common 
carriers, the Iron Mountain system has 
established five Jarge demonstration 
farms on its line in Arkansas and Louis- 
lana. A sixth, in Southern Missouri, 
soon will be added.

OHIQANS WAIT 4

TAFT ON FILIPINOS 


President Appéars After Sched- 
ule Time and Then Opposes 
Independence Now.

NEW YORK, Jan. 18.—President Taft 


was a guest at threé dinners in New 
York tonight and apparently he enjoyed 
the firdt #0 much that he kept 40 of 
his Ohio brothers waiting nédrly four 
houfé in thé grand ballroom at*thé Wal- 


| dort-Astoria. 
The Président atrived at the hoté 


from thé home of hié brothér, Hénry W. 
Taft, at 8:30, and was ushered at 6ncé 
to a private dining room in the Waldorf 
apartments, where Georgé C. Boldt was 
giving a dinner to AndréW D. White, 
former president of Cornell University. 


Notables at Ohio Dinner. 

Thé Ohioans began to gather for théir 
twenty-seventh annual dinner, and als» 
for the centennial celebration of Perry’s 
victory of the battle of Laké Erie. In 
the dining room were many meén of dis- 
tinction and the galleries were crowded 
with their wives, sisters and daughters. 
At thé speaker’s table were 45 men. 
among them Gen. Nelson A. Miles, Ad- 
miral Peary, Sénator Theodore E. Bur- 
ton and Richmond P. Hobson, all of 
whom made addresses, and Postmastér- 
General Hitchcock, Thomas F. Ryan, 
Capt. Albert Gleaves, U. S. N., Bishop 
William A. Leonard of Ohio and the 
presidénts of a number of other staté 
societies. 

President Taft, in his speéch, came out 
strongly against the bill before Congress 
providing for independence for thé Phil- 
ippines in eight years. 

“If I were a partisan I shouldn't ask 
anything better than that the Demo- 
cratic party should pass this bill and 
go out of the Philippines in eight 
years,’’ he said. ‘“‘The passage of thi¢ 
bill would make a mess and a muss 
that would return to plague t>¢ men 
résponsible for it for B years.”’ 

“Is it possible,’’ the President asked, 
“that little as this Democratic admin- 
istration knows about the Philinpines, 
they are going to let them go and de- 
feat our efforts to raisé and educate 
the Philippine people? Is it poss{ble 
that it is going to do that with no foun- 
dation whatsoever and without the ap- 
proval of somébody who knows the 
islands? I hope net. Possibly I ani in- 
terested in the casé, but I am interest- 
ed chiefly in the Philippine peopie.’’ 

With the exception of $3,000,000 that 
has been appropriated to relieve fam- 
ine, said the President, not a cent had 
been given by the United States for the 
civil government of the Philippines in 
the whole period of Ameritan admin- 
istration. In two or three generations 
the islands would be in su¢h #haj-e that 
they could be given indepehdence, but 
why @o it now? he asked.

Youthful Oklahoma Farmers in 
St. Louis Tell About Grow- 
ing Big Crop$. 


GET TRIP AS A REWARD 


Phenomenal Production Is Re-| 
sult of Campaign by United 
States Government. 


Two Oklahoma farmers’ boys, sun: 


burned and a bit nervous in their store 
clothes, were in St. Louis yesterday 
afternoon, on their way to Washington, 
to tell President Taft and Secretary of 
Agriculture Wilson how they raise 
their phenomenal prize crops of corn 
and cotton. 

Elston Coleman, 13 years old, of New- 
kirk, raised 102 bushels of seed corn 
on a single acre, and sold it for $306. 


Ernest Worthy, 15 years old, living near 
Baum, grew 6000 pounds of cotton on 
two acres, and sold it at a net profit of 
$74 an acre. 

The average yield of corn in Oklahoma 
for 10 years past, according to recent 
railroad ‘‘boom’’ literature, has been 
24.2 bushels, an acre. Young Coleman 
more than quadrupled this average on 
his carefully tended acre. The aver- 
age cotton yield in Oklahoma, accord- 
ing to the same authority, has been 
216 pounds, and Ernest Worthy’s record 
is nearly 14 times the average. : 

The United States Government, work- 
ing on the principle of interesting the 
boys as the surest means of instructing 
their fathers, arranged last year wit" 
business organizations to offer prizes m 
cotton and corn-growing states for the 
best showings made by boys. 

Oklahoma Senator Gore offered the 
prize for corn growing and the Cot- 
ton Seed Crushers’ Association of Okla- 
homa City offered the cotton prize. 
Nearly 4000 boys cumpeted in each class. 
The prize, in each case, was a tour to 
Washington and a side trip to the Cori. 
Show at Columbia, 8. C., next week. 

The boys left for Washington last 
night, in charge of W. D. Bentley, 
State Agent in Oklahoma for the De- 
partment of Agriculture. The boys, 
with prize winners from 10 other states, 
will spend a week in the capital, and 
will be presented to Secretary Wilson 
and the President, before going to South 
Carolina.

HOLD THE CENTER 
IN REALTY OUTLOOK 


Rockefeller Agents Looking 
for Site for Great Struc- 
ture, One of Chain, to 
Cater to Modest Purses, 
and to Be Monument to 
Philanthropic Millions. 


TWO HOTEL PLANS 
SEEM TO BE ASSURED 





Arrangements Almost Com- 
plete for Hostelries at 
Twelfth and Olive and at 
Eighth and Pine — Huge 
Coke Oven Project Stirs 
Owners of Sites. ’

‘The realty and building situation is 
rapidly assuming a more animated as- 
pect, as was predicted by A. R. Scholl- 
meyer, president of the St. Louis Real 
Eistate Exchange, at the outest of 1913. 

Plans are being disclosed in quick suc- 
cession for the erection of large build- 
ings, the most important including those 


for another hotel for downtown St. 


louis, and for an immense coke oven 


plant which, as has been already an- 


nounced, will be built at elther St. Louis 
cr in St. Clair County, Ill. 

There are now pending hotel projects. 
two of which have taken tangible form, 
requiring for sites and construction more 
than $10,000,000. 

Representatives of John D. Rockefel- 
ler, according to reports in St. Louis 
realty circles, are casting about in the 
busines district of the city for a site for 
a great hotel building. 

Upon the philanthropic principles of 
the Childs’ restaurants, which have been 
established in part with the oil mag- 
nate’s money, the hotel will offer, for a 
rr.odest price, lodging under modern con- 
ditions. 

The scale of prices, it is said, will 
range from 50 cents to $1 a day for a 
room with a bath, the idea being to pro- 
vide for transients or others whose 
means would exclude them from the bet- 
ter hotels. 

As the project is now revealed, this 
hotel will form a link in a chain of 
hotels to be established in the greater 
cities as a monument to his philan- 
thropy. 

Other Hotel Projects. 

Since the Southern Hotel was closed, 
plans for hotelg have illuminated St. 
Louis realty and building circles. In 
addition to the Rockefeller protect, an 
18-story hotel is planned for the north- 
east corner of Twelfth and Olive s‘reets, 
an 18-story hotel for the southeast cor- 
nor of Eighth and Pine streets, an 138 
or 20 story hotel for the southeast 
corner Of Seventh and Chestnut streets, 
and a 1l5-story hotel for the northeast 
corner of Broadway and Washington 
avenue. 

According to authentic sources, fi- 
nancial arrangements have been virtual- 
ly completed for the erection of the 
hotels planned for the Olive and Pine 
street corners. The former prcject of 
which George H.*Allen is the @ynamic 
force, has been leased from the plans 
to James H. McTague, while the latter, 
promoted by Isaac T. Cook, is under 
consideration by the proprietors of the 
Moser Hotel. 

As has been previously told in the 
Sunday Post-Dispatch, Adam Boeck & 
Co., agents for the Gamble estate, have 
optioned at a valuation of $500.000 the 
Chestnut street corner to William Ir- 
vine Edwards, manager of the Leathe 
estate, who declares that he heads a 
syndicate which will erect thera, a 50 
room hotel building. 

Until the purchase of the site has 
been completed, the project will be re- 
garded by realty circles as theoretical, 
notwithstanding that the promoter, it is 
said, has access to the Leathe millions. 

The movement on behalf of downtown 
Broadway and Washington avenue, 
looking to the rebuilding of the north- 
east corner of Broadway and Washing- 
ton avenue with a hotel structure has 
gain€@i virtually no headway, although 
the merchants of those thoroughfares

Tracts Are Likely to Be Sold by May 1 
When Improvement Is Complete.

Although the development has not 
been completed, eight of the 26 sites 
ef West Brentmoor Addition have 
been disposed of to person who have 
building plans. The sales aggregate 
$120,000, the average price for each 
let being $15,000. 

D. D. Walker Jr, made the first 
purchase in the addition. The names 
of the other purchasers, made public 
yesterday, are Albert T. Terry, the 
promoter of the subdivision; Warren 
Goddard, Edwin Nugent, E. H. Steed- 
man, Joseph R. Barroll, Benjamin 
Gratz and George Tiffany. As all the 
purchasers are wealthy men, the pre- 
sumption is that the sites will be im- 
proved with homes on a handsome 
scale. 

The prices, it is understood, will 
range in several instances, from $25,- 
000 to $50,000, it being estimated that 
the improvement of the 36 sites will 
involve between $600,000 and $700,000. 

The tract, comprising 50 acres, was 
purchased by Terry, representing a 
syndicate, May 1 last, from Isaac H. 
Lionberger for $200,000. Another 





$100,000 is being expended on surface 
improvements, which will include 
roadways, sewers, water and gas 
mains. There also will be electricity. 

Adjoining is East Brentmoor, 
which also was projected by Terry, 
and which is graced with homes that 
will rank with those of any million- 
aire community, in or adjacent to St. 
Louis. Among them are those of 
John D. Davis, Ira Wright, Stanley 
Stoner, C. B. Gregg, O. L. Garrison 
and Leslie Dana. East Brentmoor 
also is subdivided into two-acre 
sites. 

Interest displayed in the sites in- 
dicates the other 18 lots in West 
Brentmoor will have been disposed 
of before May 1, when the improve- 
ments will have been completed. 

The subdivision is situated on Wy- 

wn boulevard, between Pennsylva- 
nia avenue and Hanley road, its envi- 
rons including Washington Univer- 
sity Schollmeyer’s Hillcrest, Skinker 
road and Maryland Terrace. Univer- 
sity City is overlooked from the 
south,

insist that the project will eventually 
materialize. 

Contrary to reports, there are no plans 
for the erection on the ground west of 
the Jefferson Hotel of an annex io that 
structure, occupying the half block on 
the west side of Twelfth street between 
Locust and St. Charles street. 

The improvement, according to Isaac 
H. Lionberger, the dominant stockholder 
of the Mutual and Composite Reality 
companies, the owners of the site, 
would entail an investment of $1,000,000. 
This, he says, is not forthcoming, the 
owners ofthe ground preferring to sell 
or lease it. Presumably, the reports 
have originated with professionals who 
have transactions pending, embracing 
property in this locality, or who are try- 
ing to put a quietus on other projects 
of this character. 

The site mentioned as available for 
an annex to the Jefferson Hotel com- 
prises two heldings having a total front- 
age of 205 feet on Thirteenth street, by 
a depth of 225 feet on both Locust and 
St. Charles streets. The Mutual Realty 
Co. owned the site of the Jefferson 
Hotel building before it was acquired 
by the Liggett estate, its present owner. 

Since plans have been completed by 
the city for the straightening of Locust 
street at this point many offers have 
been made for this site, including the 
northeast corner of Thirteenth and Lo- 
cust streets, thus foreshadowing Its sale 
at an attractive price. 

Waiting for Campbell’s Return. 

An avalanche of plats will descend up- 
on James Campbell, president of the 
North American Co., when he returns 
to St. Louls from New York, of sites 
available for the big coke oven plant, 
which is to be launched by a synli- ce 
of St. Louis and Eastern capftalists, of 
which he is the moving power. 

East St. Louls is competing with St. 
Louis to capture the big industry. There 
are several attractive sites south of 
Carondelet and north of the Meramec 
River, between the Iron Mountain and 
Frisco Railways suitable for this big 
plant, in addition to those afforded 
by the Belt Line in Northwest St. Louls. 

Wagers are being offered in St. Louis 
realty circles, that the former locality 
will claim the plant, if it is built on 
the west side of the Mississiop! River. 

With visions of a smoke blanket over 
their homes, residents of St. Louis cyvun- 
ty are not smiling on the project. 

Sites to be submitted for Camplteil’s 
eonsideration w'll also Inclu-le several 
in the vicinity of Granite City, and of 
Madison, Ill., besides @ number in last 
St. Louis. Since the ovens will manufar- 
ture gas, coke, tar and other by-pro- 
due*s, from the Illinots coal flelds, there 
is apprehension that it will be encrored 
on the east side of the river. 

This is to be the center of a chain of 
coke oven plants to be established in 
various largs cities. 

Negotiations have been completed for 
several substantial leases and pur- 
chaser, but in the majority, of instances 
the details are withheld. 

The M. Bonn Jewelry Co. has leased 
the first floor of the Monogram Build- 
ing at 1712 Washington avenue. The 
lease is for a term of five years. ‘The 
company now occupies quarters at 823 
Washington avenue and will remove to 
the new quarters as soon as the required 
alterations can be completed.

The Foreign Situation. 

The foreign political situation 
caused some buying in the early week, 
but it is doubtful if a continuation ol 
the Balkan war is necessary to sSus- 
tain foreign markets at the present 
levels, as during the war period liqui- 
dation carried prices down llc a 
bushel, when under ordinary condi- 
tions they should have advanced.

ST. JOSEPH, Mo., Jan. 18.—When Miss 


Zanoni Travers is presented at the Court 
of St. James, this spring, and thus ac-

Mrs. Latham Bartlett, will be realized, 
for this is a distinction the mother has 
long cherished for her wealthy and ac- 
complished daughter.

her. ,

when he eloped with Miss Travers. He 
will not return on account of the incon- 
gruilty of bridegrooms attending a schoo!

Kiog Priam in ancient 
Troy, and whirh per- 
haps looked ov. the in- 
comparable face of 
Helen, “the face that 
launched a. thousand 
ships and fired the top- 
less towers of [lium,”’ 
have now come into the 
possession of the Uni- 
versity of Texas at 
Austin through a pro- 
vision of the will the late Judge A. W. Ter- 
rell, who served ur years as United States 
Minister to Tufkey during the second administra- 
tion of President Cleveland. 

it is stated that there are in existence only 
two other genuine Trojan vases, which repose 
in the Ethnological Museum, in Berlin. Judge 
Terrell, who was 4 resident of Austin, bestowed 
‘the preciou» antiquities in -the following codicil 
to his testament: 

“To the Texas State University I give three 
genuine Trojan vases, presented to me by my 
consular agent, Mr. Frank Calvert, who lived ‘at 
the Dardanelles and Wnel the site of ancient 
Troy. He co-operated with Schliemann in ex. 
cavating at Troy and obta 1ed the two vases 
orm’ nented with figures froi: what Dr. Schlie-

“T spent two days at the excavation of Troy 
and believe its destruction was contemporary with 
the Aegean civilization. From recent explora- 
tions at Clossus in Crete, it appears that the 
Aegean civilization, which closed with the bronze 
age, was marked with incised white-filled decora- 
tions of pottery. One of these vases, excavated 
20 feet below the surface, has that form of orna- 
mentation. 

“These are the only genuine Trojan vases in 
America. _ Let them be delivered to Prof. Battle, 
or to the president of the university, whia the 
fire-proof library building is finished, but not 
until @ separate locked receptacle is prepared 
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for them; as I stipulated when I gave the old, 
Greek tenth century manuscript of the four Gospels 
to the university. If the receptacle in the library 
is not prepared, let my executors place the vases 
in the Public Library of Texas with my compli- 
ments and like precautions.” 

In accordance with the will, the University of 
Texas is preparing a special vault in its fire- 
proof library building to receive the treasures of 
archeology, which, in their new indestructible 
home, may be destined to witness still other rev- 
olutions of history. The largert vase is 18 inches 
high, the second 12, and the third about eight. 

Judge Terrel] was an earnest student of an- 
tiquities and possessed a great fund of informa- 
tion concerning ancient civilizations.

These ornaments, scarred with time, have the 
kindling romantic interest of being a direct con- 
necting link with the three most famous epics 
of the world’s literature. Two, by Ho: relate 
the siege of Troy and the wanderings of the 
crafty Ulysses; and the other, by Virgil, the ad- 
ventures of a band of heroic Trojans who fled 
from the burning capital and founded the Roman 
race in Italy.

poems as historical and admitted little doubt as 
to their authenticity as documents of actual facts, 
European scholarship of a century ago began to 
suspect them as fabulous. Helen, with her shin- 
ing beauty, was even deposed into a personifica- 
tion of the sun-legend which is common to most 
Aryan mythologies, in which various tales figure 
forth the capture of the luminary by night and 
its release at dawn. ; 

But the celebrated researches of Schliemann, 
beginning in 1879, have rehabilitated the his- 
torical reputation of Homer. It is now generally 
accepted that the mounds at Hissarlik in Asia 
Minor which he explored covered the ancient 
city of Troy. He found that the upper part of 
the hill consisted of the remains of nine towns, 
ene superimposed

In this apartment were found many articles of 
archaic artcraft in gold, silver and bronze, as 
well as two of the vases now in the possession 
of the University of Texas. The third vase was 
found in a lower stratum, and though ft was 
probably among Priam’s treasures, may have been 
the product of artisans of a civilization even 
more remote than the Trojan.

tacks cancer cells seems to be this: 

The poison, too weak to affect healthy 
cells injuriously, is able to act upon the less 
robust cancer cells by drying them up into 
tissue resembling that of a scar. As this 
tissue aes it is sloughed off as a scar is; 
that is, the dead part separates from the liv- 
ing tissues and falls away. 

It is this process of irying up that Dr. 
Loeb calls “retrogression” and “cicatriza- 
tion.” By “intravenous injection” he means 
injection directly into the b.ood through the 


veins, as distinguished from injection into 
the muscles or under the skin. 











Loeb continued his account of the same patient: 

“He has received 59 injections. At the present 
time there is very little evidence of the tumor 
either to the touch or to the eye. A small area 
of leucoplakia still remains on the buccal mem- 
brane. This area, however, is thinner and more 
freely movable than before. Several white spots 
about the size of a pinhead still remain on the 
hard palate adjacent to the involved portion of 
the buccal mucous membrane: The patient's gen- 
eral health has remained good. 

“Case XIV.—-History number 1404, white, male, 
aged 44. (Service of Dr. N. B. Carson.) This 
patient entered the hospital Sept. 3, 1912. In 1910, 
a small ulcerated area appeared upon the lower 
lip. He had been treated with many salves and 
pastes, so that when he entered the hospita! he 
had a very large ulcerated area that had destroyed 
the entire lower lip and extended to the mandible, 
with a loss of all the front teeth to the angles 
of the mouth and upward on the right upper lip. 
The tumor extended downwards over the chin, 
involving the gland beneath and behind it. The 
border of the ulcerated area was cartilaginous 
and pearly in appearance. The case was treated 
surgically by removal of the glands beneatn the 
chin and of a part of the lip. water mesothorium 
was applied without result, 

“Up to the present time he has had 31 injec- 
tions. Steady recession of the tumor mass has 
taken place, the ulcerated area has diminished 
by one-half, and new skin is steadily creeping 
inward and outward over this area. The patient's 
pain has been completely removed, and his gen- 
eral condition has improved.” 

Dr. Loeb’s own report of his investigations, of 
the technique of administering colloidal copper 
and of the solution’s effects both upon cancer 
eells and upon the health of the patient, is as 
follows: .

OLLOIDAL copper in solution, with which Dr. Leo Loeb of St. Louis has obtained strik- 
ing effects by injecting it inte the veins of cancer patients, is, if administered in suf 
ficient quantities, a fatal poison. It is difficult of manufacture and practically impossible

“In Dr. Loeb’s experiments the quantity of copper in solution was so small that it did net 
impair ‘he internal organs, including the kidneys. It probably has no selective action upon 
cancer celis. It must be remembered that these cell, although they grow rapidly, are less 
resistant to unfavorable influences than other tishues. For that reason they break down rap- 
idly when attacked by an agent introduced in the system to destroy them; that is, when an 
agent is found that will do this without injury to the more robust normal tissues. It is to be 
presumed that colloidal copper acts in this manner, ' 

“It is often used abroad on animals, but European scientists have not used it upon human 
beings in the large doses employed by Dr. Loeb. The very boldness of his experiments prob- 
ably accounts for the successful results he has obtained.” 
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chemicals in vitro (glass jars) on the vitality otf 
tumor cells was analyzed. He found that it is 
possible to obtain, by grading the strength of 
such a substance as potassium cyanide, a gradual 
decrease in the virulence of tumor cells. 

“The recent work of Von Wassermann and his 
eollaborators marks & most important step in 
advance in the treatment of carcinoma in mice. 
They found that a combination of selenium and 
oesin, after repeated intravenous injections, 
caused a rapid retrogression of the tumor. The 
effective dose was very near the lethal! dose of 
the substance. Neuberg, Caspari and Loehe ob- 
served that various solutions of heavy metals 
caused a disappearance of some animal tumors; 
but they do not state explicitly what kind of 
s'bstances they used; and although Von Wasser- 
mann emphasizes the labile (unstable) nature 
of the combination he employed, he does not 
describe his preparation. 

“In our first experiments we tested the effect 
of various copper preparations on mouse carc!l- 
noma. The mouse carcinoma, which we use in 
our laboratory, is a very rapidly growing tumor, 
and it occurred to us that human cancer, which 
in most cases grows much more slowly than our 
mouse cancer, might be a much more fayorable 
cbject for testing the efficiency of various sub- 
stances. We established the lethal dose of our 
preparation in various species of animals, and 
then undertook to employ the substance in cases 





of human cancer. 

“The first preliminary on human 
cancer were carried out during May, 1912, with 
the assistance of Dr. Carroll Smith. During last 
October and November this work was taken up 
on a larger scale. and we noW wish to report on 
our results in these later investigations. 

“We used a colloidal solution of copper pre- 
pared according to Bredig’s method. Each pa- 
tient received daily an intravenous injection of 
the solution, an average of 300 to 400 cubic cen- 
timeters of the solution, warmed to about body

“The reaction becomes less after a certain 
number of injections have been given. Simul- 
taneously, with a rising temperature, the pulse 
rate is usually increased. In certain patients 
who had a tendency to irregular neart action 
before the treatment was begun, this irregular- 
ity may be accentuated a few hours after the 
injection. Otherwise, no notable changes so far 
have been observed after the injection. 

“On the whole; patients tolerate these injec 
tions. very well, and their genera! condition (ap- 
petite, strength, complexion) improves. The 
number of @rythrocytes (red blood corpuscles) 
dovs not increase, but, on the contrary, probably 
shows a definite decrease. 

“About two to four hours after an injection, 
hyperemia (reddening) ‘is noticeable in the tis- 
sue adjoining the tumor. If the tumor is open, 
this hyperemia is accompanied and followed by 
un increased secretion from the ulcerated part 
of the tumor. The hyperemia recurs after each 
injection in the beginning of the treatment, and 
then gradually diminishes, the increase of dis- 
charge of fluid usually ceasing three to four days 
after th. first few injections. Accompanying the 
hyperemia there is present an increased sensi- 
tiveness of the tumor. 

“After about 15 injections the increased hyper- 
emia and sensitiveness disappears and the dis- 
charge becomes much less marked than it was 
Lefore the beginning of the treatment. . There 
exist. of course, some quantitative variations in 
ihe appearance and duration of these symptoms. 
In the report of the individual cases some of 
these variations will be referred to. Very no- 
ticeable was the diminution in the pain caused 
by the cancer, and there was no necessity of 
~ ntinuing the use of narcotics. 

‘The intravenous injections cause a gradual 
necrosis and resorption, or sloughing, of the tu- 
mor, which usually proceeds not very rapidly, 
but continuously. In some cases a gradual] dim-

In 1878 Baldwin invested $100,000 in Comstock 
shares, and before he completed the transaction 
and its involvements he had expended $1,500,000. 
From this time, according to Executor Unruh, 
Baldwin became one of the greatest borrowers 


$4,000,000 in interest to one bank alone. 


At Baldwin's death his estate was appreised 
at $11,000,000, with liabilities close to $2,000,00° 
But since his death every cent of indebtedness 
has been cleared from his estate. Sales of land 
to date have aggregated $12,000,000. Reasonable 
estimates of the remainder of the real property 
in the estate fix the value at $11,500,000, while 
the entire estate is estimated at at least $24,000,- 
000.

NE afternoon about 25. 


years ago, a tall, elder- 
ly man of distinguished 
appearance entered a 
building on  MTwenty- 
second street, New 
York City, and climbed 
the stairs to the office 
of the Church Union, a 
religious monthly. He 
had been a contributor 
to the paper for several 
years and had called to 
. have his first interview 
with the editor, E. B. Grannis. 

The visitor was the Rev. Jos. R. Wilson, D.D., 
LL.D, professor o* theology in Clarkesville Uni- 
versity in Tennessee—father of Woodrow Wilson. 
The “man” who ran the paper turned out to be 
Elizabeth B. Grannis. . 


Dr. Wilson’s amazement, amusement and in- 
terest were so keen that a friendship began then 
and there which lasted a score of years. It was 
an oddly armed and warlike’ friendship, too, for 
Dr. Wilson was of the old school of Southern 
gentlemen whose scheme of things did not take 
account of “emancipated” females. 


Elizabeth Grannis, on the other hand, had 
fought the world’s battles since her fifteenth 
year, and she stil] is on the firing line. She 
stood then for absolute equality of the sexes 
in every walk in life, as she does today at 72. 
She labored constantly for the passage of bills 
in the Legislature, and was founder and presi- 
dent of the National Christian League for the 
Promotion of Purity, as she is now, for the 
twenty-third consecutive time. 


To the Interests she had already Dr. Wilson 
added another—that of watching the rise of his 
beloved son, Woodrow, from instructor at Wes- 
leyan University to professor at Bryn Mawr, and 
from there to a chair i- his own alma mater, 
Princeton. 

No one could ever have known Joseph Wilson 
the father without knowing “my boy Woodrow,” 
and loving him with at least a measure of his 
There was an unusual devotion be- 
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His Creator’ 


tween the two. To the world Joseph R. Wilson 
was doctor of divinity, doctor of laws, moderator 
o/ the Presbyterian Assembly, lecturer and schol- 
arly gentleman. But to that student at Prince- 
ton, who afterward became its head, then Gov- 
ernor of New Jersey, and finally President-elect 
of the United States, he always was and always 
will be “my wonderful, my incomparable father.” 

Nobody, not even Woodrow’s mother, who had 
died before his call to Princeton, knew him, un- 
derstood him, loved him, lived for him as did 
his father.

doctor’s study Never did one of his baby ques- 
tions go "manswered. Never a chance was missed 
to plant some bit of information, no matter what 
trains of thought were delayed in his father’s 
mind by tue interruption.” 

“Put,” added Mrs. Grannis, with a flash of her 
equal suffrage eye, “Woodrow Wilson inherits 
ju:t as much of his strong mentality from his 
gentle English mother as he does from the Wil- 
son side of the family. His mother represented 
the training which is the British ideal of wife 
‘and motherhood. She was the sort of wife who 
studies every hour of the day how to add to her 
husband’s comfort and efficiency. She antici- 
pated his every wish, obtruding her own person- 
ality as little as possible. 

“Her brother was Dr. James Woodrow, presi- 
dent of Columbia College, at Columbia, S. C., 
and her education, like his, was of the highest. 
It is surely from Woodrow’s mother quite as 
much as from his father that he inherits “his

these great honors would have been to him but the 
logical fulfillment of his dreams. He would have 
exclaimed: “How could it be otherwise?’ But 
his voice would have broken with pride and 
emotion as he said it. 

Probably he would have added that favorite 
phrase of his which once startled a gathering of 
notables at Princeton. It was when Prof. Wood- 
row Wilson, just called from Bryn Mawr to as- 
sume the chair of jurisprudence and political 
economy at Princeton, was eulogized by President 
Patten. As Patten’s words grew more and more 
laudatory, Woodrow’s father expanded with pride 
and joy until he could no longer control his 
emotion. With tears on his ruddy. cheeks he 
turned to his companion and cried: “Oh, I am 
more than that boy’s father; I am his creator!” 

The great pride he felt in his son was neverthe- 
less vulnerable, and suffered a rude shock when; 
a little later, someone introduced him quite sim- 
ply as “Woodrow Wilson’s father.” The rev- 
erend doctor drew himself up and replied, with a 
flashing eye: “Not yet. Woodrow is still my 
son. He will always be my son.” 

It is not from his father that President-elect 
Wilson gets his quiet dignity, even primness, of 
manner, Dr. Wilson was emotional, often com- 
bustible, in his enthusiasm and affections. 

“During all the years I knew them,” says Mrs. 
Grannis, “I never saw the father meet or part 
from his son: without embracing and actually 
kissing him. 

“From the time he was ald enough to trot 
alone he was at his father’s heels, morning, noon 
and night.

At Columbia, where he spenf 1auch time as a 
boy, Woodrow Wilson is remembered by a host 
of people, and several of his relatives are living 
there still. The lady in whose class he was af 
Sunday school remarked when told of his nom- 
ination: 

“If I'd only known Tommy Wilson was going 
to be President, I’d have noticed him more par- 
ticularly when he came to Sunday school.” 

She remembered him as a boy with “beautiful 
manners,” learned from his father, who was. 
as she put it, “a regular old Chesterfield him 
self.” 

“He was mowing the lawn with lilac kid gloves 
ou when he first met Miss Jessie Woodrow, added 
the old lady, “and it tickled her so she fell in 
love with him on the spot. 

“The old man was mighty punctilious, and he 
was very particular about his sons’ manners. He 
always taught them to pull off their hats to 
ladies and old gentlemen and to starid up wher 
ladies came into the room, and to hold a chai! 
for a lady when she sat down. Tommy had beau: 
tiful manners—it’s more than the young men 
now have. But I never noticed anything else 
special about him, except that he seemed a very 
kind-hearted boy end was always lovely to his 
sisters and didn’t tease and torment them as most 
boys used to do. He always seemed very proud 
of them, especially Annie. The two always were 
sort of chums.” 

It was in Columbia that Woodrow Wilson's 
father taught at the Presbyterian Theological 
Seminary from 1870 to 1874. It was here that 
young Woodrow—Tommy, everyoné called him 
in those days—lay on the grass under the trees 
and read Fenimore Cooper. His aunt, Mrs. 
Felie Woodrow, still lives in the old Woodrow 
brick mansion at Columbia.

This query of a_ St. 
Louisan returned from a 
voluntary exile of several 
years was addressed to 
another old friend of the 
former librarian of the St. 
Louis Mercantile Library. 

“Kephart? Why, Kepr 
hart has quit the twen- 
tietk century and gone 
back to the eighteenth,” 
was the reply. “He is still 

living—about 150 years years ago.” 

“And where?” 

“Somewhere Back of Beyond, as he would ex- 
press it. The last I heard of Horace was that 
he had achieved his lifelong ambition to live 
where everytning is wild and unmodern. His 
focal habitation, I believe, is in the Appalachian 
range in North Carolina.” 

For 14 years Mr. Kephart was at the head of 
the Mercantile Library, immersed in a sea of 
books .and breathing a bookish atmosphere even 
when he came to the surface to look beyond. 
From time to time, as certain St. Louis com- 
rades of the librarian well remember, he got out 
into the wilds of the Ozarks and breathed a freer 
air. 

When not reading books and cataloguing them 
for the benefit of other readers, he was-writing 
books, and always they were volumes devoted to 
the great outdoors—camp life, the lore of the 
‘woods, the lure of the wild places. Once, also, 
che wrote a book on bullets! “Sporting Firearms” 
was the title, to be sure, but bullets were the 
bulwark of the argument. Mr. Kephart is an au- 
thority on cartridges, as on camping. 

Now it is no surprise to his friends that he is 
“discovered,” away down—or —up—in the Appa- 
lachians, in the Great Smokies, about which the 
rest of the world knows little save what has been 
vouchsafed in the novels of another ex-St. Louis- 
an, Miss Mary N. Murfree (Charles Egbert Crad- 
dock). 

But now tne world is coming to know a great 
deal more, and at first hand, about the places 
and the people of that section and the vastly 
greater region of mountainous country of which 
ithe Great Smokies are but one neighborhood. 
Horace Kephart has gone thither and discovered 
that region to the world. In so doing he has 
Gone back to the eighteenth century, as his friend 
half facetiously expressed it, for he tells us: 

a Time has lingered 'n Appalachia. The moun- 
_fdpin folk still lve in the eighteenth century. The 
4 progress of mankind from that age to this is no 
eritage of theirs,’ 

- One thing he has discovered is that more than 





6,000,000 Americans—mostly of British descent, 
but sprung f°om ancestors who were Americans 
before Benjamin rranklin ran away from his ap- 
pienticeship in Boston—are living in their moun- 
tain fastness after the manner of the pioneers 
of the days of Daniel Boone. 

The Southern Appalachian Mountains in which 
Mr. Kephart has ‘“‘deciviuzed himself to the ex- 








tent of going back to get an eighteenth century 
point of .view” stretch uninterruptedly from Vir- 
ginia southwéstwardly to Alabama, 650 miles. 
They cover parts of eight contiguous states. Their 
area is much larger than that of New England, 
somewhat larger than England and Scotland, or 
about the same as that of the Alps, according to 
Mr. Kephart’s comparisons. 3 

“We read more and talk more about the Fil- 
ipinos,” he writes, ‘“‘more of the Chinese and the 
Syrians, thar of these 3,000,000 next-door Amer- 
icans who are of colonial ancestry and mostly of 
British stock.” 

When he prepared, eight years ago, for his 
first sojourn in that region, he could find no 
library guide thereto, not even a single magazine 
article describing the land and its people. Fi- 
aally, ir the public documents room of a great 
library, he came upon a Government report on 
forestry that gave him an idea of the lay of, the 
land. 

‘“‘Had I been going to Teneriffe of Timbuctoo,” 
he says, “the libraries would have furnished in- 
formation a-plenty; but about this housetcp of 
Eastern Amefica they were strangely silent. It 
was terra incognita.” 

Mr. Kephart, most of whose life has been lived 
tt; libraries in an official capacity, was surprised 
to discover that in this Southeastern American 
repion there is a vast upland country containing 
46 peaks and 41 miles of dividing ridges that rise 
6000 feet, with 288 mountains and som® 300 miles 
of divide standing more than 5000 above sea 
level. 

In North Carolina alone he finds 21 pezas that 
overtop Mount Washington in New Hampshire, 
a mountain known to nearly every sc..0olboy. 
The inhabit its cf the Southern Appalachians, 
he points out, are of keen intelligence “when they 
can see anything to win.” But “they are belated 
—ghettoed in the midst of a civilization that is 
as aloof from them as if it existed only on an- 
other. planet.” 

He finds, after his long sojurn amongst them, 
that “our backwoodsmen of the Blue Ridge and 
the Unakas, of their connecting chains, and of 
the outlying Cumberlands, are stil] thin'ing es- 
sentially the same thoughts, still living in much 
the same fashion, as did their ancestors in the 
days of Daniel Boone.” 

Mr. Kephart declares that the tourists who 
flock to Asheville, Toxaway and other resorts

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i1 the mountains learn of the real mountaineers 
only by hearsay, because nine-teuths of the Ap- 
palachian people are a sequestered folk, living 
in the untoured rural places, preferring their na- 
tive hills and their ancient, primitive ways. 

Mr. Kephart went into the eighteenth century 
shortly after he left St. Louis in 1904. He has 
lived “about 150 years ago” most of the time since 
then. For three years he occupied, solitarily, a 
rude cabin “on the little fork of Sugar Fork of 
Hazel Creek.” In a series of articles now running 
in the Outing Magazine under the title of “The 
Southern Highlander,” and extracts from which 
are quoted by permission of the Outing Magazine, 
he tells how he happened to set up his abode 
there: 

“When = went south into the mountains 1 was 
s*eking a Back of Beyond. This for more rea- 
sens than one. With an inborn taste for the 
wild and romantic, I yearned for a strange land 
and a people that had the charm of originality. 
Again, I had a passion for early American his- 
tcry; and, in. Far Appalachia, it seemed that I 
might realize the past in the present, seeing with 
my own eyes what life must have been to my 
pioneer ancestors of a century or two ago. Be- 
sides, I wanted to enjoy the free life in the open 
air, the thrill of exploring new ground, the joys 
of the chase, and the man’s game¢ of matching 
my woodcraft against the forces of nature, with 
no help from servants or hired guides.” 

“So. casting about for a biding place that would 
fil! such needs,” Mr. Kephart continues, ‘I picked 
out the upper settlement of Hazel Creek, far up 
under the lea of those Smoky Mountains that I 
had learned so-ittle about. On the edge of this 
settlement, scant two miles from the postoffice 
of Medlin, there was a copper mine, long dis. 
used on account of litigation, and I got permis- 
sion to occupy one of its abandoned cabins.

“A mountain settlement consists of all who get 
their mai] at the same place. Ours was made up 
of 42 households (about 200 souls), scattered over 
an area eight miles long by two miles wide. These 
are airline measurements. All roads and trails 
‘wiggled and wingled around’ so that some fami- 
lies were several miles from a neighbor. Fifteen 
homes had no wagon road, and could be reached 
by no vehicle other than a narrow sled. Quill 
Rose had not even a sled path, but journeyed 
fuli five miles by trail to the nearest wagon road.” 


Quill Rose, let it be interpolated here, is not a 
new species of flower discovered by Mr. Kephart, 
but a neighbor of his—one of those eighteenth 
century comrades in Far Appalachia. 

“Medlin itself,’ says Mr. Kephart, ‘comprised 
two little stores of rough planks and bearing no 
signs, a corn mill and four dwellings. A mile 
and a half away was the log schoolhouse, which, 
once or twice a month, served also as a church. 
Scattered about the settlement were seven tiny 
tub-mills for grinding corn, some of them mere 
open sheds with a capacity of about a bushel a 
day. Most of the dwellings were built of logs. 
Two or three, only, were weatherboarded frame 
hourves and obtained the dignity of a story and 
a half. 

“All about us was the forest primeval, where 
roamed some sparse herds of cattle, razorback 
hogs and the wild beasts. Bears sometimes raid- 
ed the fields, and wildcats were a common bui- 
Sance. Our settlement was a mere slash in the

Kephart beheaded squirrels with his long-range 
rifle, and once took a rather unfair advantage, 
which he confesses without appearance of com- 
puaction, of a razorback hog which had incuried 
his displeasure. The Kephart description of the 
Appalachian razorback is worth more than the 
price of the January Outing, in which it is printed. 
Mr. Kephart discovered that the razorback thinks. 
This, indeed, is news to the former associates 


_of the chronicler, who are acquainted only with 


the Arkansas breed of razorback. 

When Mr. Kephart lived im St. Louis he had 
probably his barber, his doctor and his dentist. 
Within a few months, and that while the great 
World’s Fair was enticing the attendance and 
the attertion of millions in his former home— 
an epitome o. all the up-to-the-hour civilization 
of the world—he stepped into and became part 
ard and parcel of a life where some neighbor 
with his wife’s scissors cut your hair if it were 
cut at all, some oldest inhabitant dosed you with 
hemlock or ginseng tea if you permitted yourself 
to be ‘doctored,’ and some other neighbor did 
your dental work. This hitherto unbugled den- 
tist is specified thus: 

“One farmer was also the wagoner of the dis- 
trict, as well as storekeeper, magistrate, veter- 
inarian and accoucher. He also owned the only 
‘tooth pullers’ in the settlement—a pair of univer- 
sal forceps that he designed, forged, filed out 
and wielded with barbaric grit.” 

And when a person was so unlucky as tops die 
and thus involuntarily quit that paradise, taking 
chances on another, somebody amongst the neigh- 
bors built him a coffin out of native wood. 

Mr. Kephart, who seems to have gotten along 
handsomely with his new neighbors, was dubbed 
“a furriner” when he first appeared. Anybody 
from anywhere else in America is a “foreigner” to 
the Far Appalachian. A tourist once asked a 
native what, then, was “a Dutchman or @ Dago.” 
The native cogitated, transferred his quid from 
one side to t’other, and replied: 

“Why, they’s the outlandish.” 

This serves to show the isolation of the Ap- 
palachian mountaineer. According to Kephart, 
he is a self-conscious isolate. knowing he is dis- 
tinctly American and not a little proud of the 
fact. 

That other farmers—the “furriners” in Mis- 
souri, Iowa, Illinois, Dakota—plow corn with a 
sulky gangplow does not concern the Far Ap- 
palachian, who doesn’t plow his corn at all. He 
can't; all the cultivation he can give it is done 
with the hoe. This is because the scant corn- 
fields of those mountainsides are so steep that, 
according to a story related by Mr. Kephart, 
there is a tridition that once a farmer fell out 
of his field and broke his neck. 

Farmers who possess “patches” of- approxi- 
mately leve] land in the valleys do sometimes 
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ago.

Many of the farmers have neither horses 
nor mules. A single’steer hitched to the “bull- 
tongue is the motive power, and the same steer 
drags a narrow sled which in many of ‘the com- 
munities is the only vehicle of transportation.

Eycept for the occasional game brought down 
by the long-barreled squirrel rifles of the back - 
woodsmen, such as Daniel Booné carried into the 
Kentucky wilderness and later into Missourt; the 
ineat food of the native is confined chiefly to 
pcrk. There being no facilities for the refriger- 
ation of meat except in frosty weather, the people 
»ork, “side meat” and ham most of 
the time. Now and then somebody “slaughters#? 
: beef: and whilst we “furriners” with iceboxes 
in the pentry and meat markets just around the 
corner are bewailing the high cost of porter- ‘| 
hcuses and the toughness of chuck steak, it may 
dvll the edges of our woes to look back. and see 
how Mr Kephart’s new-old neighbors handle the 
beef bogy: 

“On those rare occasions when somebody kill 
a beef he had to travel all over the neighborhoo 
to dispose of it in small portions. The carcass wag” 
cut up in the same way as a hog, and all part 
except the cheap ‘bilin’ pieces’ were sold at th 
same price—10 cents a pound, or whatever the 
would bring on the spot. The butchering wag, 
done with an ax and a jackknife. The meat wa | 
either sliced thin and fried to a crackling or c 
i> chunks and boiled furiously just long enoug 
t» fit it for bootheels. What the butcher man 
glee. the cook damned.” 

There are no cows, Mr. Kephart says, becaus 
there are no pastures. He says the mountaineeg 
will not drink fresh cow’s milk and despises but 
ter. Chickens run wild and scratch for thei 
living, hen e they are thin and tough. Also the 
are poor layers. The razorback hog and the Jite, 
tle cornfield are the mainstay of the native, wi oO 
depends almost entirely upon “old corn bread an 
sow belly” diet. ‘ 

The stores at the metropolis, Medlin, frequently¥ 
ran out of supplies. “Oftentimes,” says Mr. Kep- 
hart, “there was no flour to be had, no mea 
cereals, canned goods, coffee, sugar or oil. |! 
excited no comment at all when Old Pete woul 
lean across his bare counter and lament th 
‘Thar’s lots o’ folks a-hurtin’ around Lyur fe” 
lard, and I ain’t got none.’ 

“I bave seen the time when our neighborh 
could get no salt nor tobacco without making 
24-mile trip over the mountain and back, in the 
dead of winter. 

“Trade was mostly by barter, in which coon 
skins and ginseng had the same rank as in the 
days of Davy Crockett and Daniel Boone. | 

“As a rule credit would not be asked so long 
as anything at all could be offered in trade. When 
Bill took the last quart of meal from the house, 
as rations for a bear hunt, his patient Marg 
walked five miles to the store with a skinny olu 
chicken, last of the flock, and offered to barter 
it for ‘a dustin’ o’ salt." There was not a bite 
in her house beyond potatoes, and ‘’taters don't 
go good ’thout salt.’” 

There are no trades, no professions, in those 
primitive communities. The law in Far Ap 
chia is the common, not the code. The Cole 
Blease “to hell with the Constitution” could have 
nc meaning to those mountaineers, since they 
krow nothing of that immortal document. : 

Because, ye carping “furriners,” Far Appala- 
chia is Back of Beyond and is making no effort 
t> catch up. Nearly two centuries separate it 
from St. Louis, and yet one may travel thither) 
out of here and now in less than a day’s journey. §
